First 340 Cities 
Report Big Gains 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—(4)— 
The first 340 cities of more than 
10,000 population reporting 1930 
census returns showed a 23.5 per cent 
gain over 1920. The 340 aggregated 
11,623,358. In 1920 those same cities 
totaled 9,409,490. 

The first 200 cities had shown a 
gain of but 19.5 per cent. This ap- 
parently mounting gain may be coun- 
teracted by the complete report of 
cities of more than 100,000. These 
larger cities have shown a trend to 
slow down in growth. 

While more than half the cities of 
10,000 or more have reported, only 
about one-third of the cities of 100,000 
Or more are included in that number. 
In 1920 there were 737 cities of more 
than 10,000—a total which probably

1 sometimes think that in our study of transportation and of trans- 
mission of news we do not realize the amount of time saved in new 
methods and improvements in transportation and transmission of in- 
formation. Possibly no one thing in the entire world is bringing 
about a better understanding between nations than the quickness with 
which we can travel from one country to the other, and the instantan- 
eous way in which we can receive information all around the globe. 
There was a time when we sat around our firesides and simply lis- 
tened to those who spoke at our elbows. The day has arrived when 
we can sit in our own homes, in our comfortable chairs, and in our 
living rooms and be at the fireside of all the people of the earth. It 
is possible in an instant to receive information from practically every 
civilized country in the world. This is bringing us to the point where 
we understand each other and where our love for each other becomes 
greater, and where the brotherhood of man really becomes a reality. 

This wonderful improvement in our understanding of other na- 
tions does not lessen our respect and love for our own, and one of 
the best ways in which we are becoming acquainted with those of our 
own country, as well as other countries, is through the air mail sery- 
ice. Formerly it took 18 to 24 hours to get. mail from Atlanta to 
New York. Now it takes only five or six hours. 

Formerly the sending of information by mail from New York to 
San Francisco was a matter of four, five or six days, even with the 
very fastest train. Now Lindbergh can start at dawn and fly from 
10,000 to 15,000 feet above the earth and reach New York in time 
for supper and rest. This is bringing the states of the United States 
into one great family. The air mail is saving time, and time is life. 
We are anxious to promote this great industry and to bring to the at- 
tention of our people the marvelous advantages which it affords. | 
am, therefore, writing to ask that the boys and girls of Atlanta public 
schools participate in the celebration of this week, and in this way 
help, to further one of the great fundamental causes that will bring 
our entire United States close together.

Serutinvy of the records of past 
vears discloses an up-and-down inove- 
ment of buyer preference. In 1919 
and 1920, the makes in the 31,000 to 
$2,000 bad their best yvears. ‘They 
were 37 per cent of all the cars built. 
or the next three years, they dropped 
off and 1923 brought them down to 
14 per cent or virtually the same pro- 
portion as in 1920. From 1025 to 
1927, the medium priced cars forged 
ahead, again coming up to 25 per cent.

It was in this fashion that Mrs. Anna 
Mathilda McNeill Whistler. at once the 
most celebrated and the most obscure wom- 
an of American birth, took leave of her 
native shores for the last time. Her last 
flimpse of the mouth-of Cape Fear river, 
beside which she was born, was lighted 
by the glare of the guns of the Federal 
fleet early in 1864 when, serenely, she ran 
the gamut of death through the blockade 
to a curious sort of anonymous immortality. 


In that one heroic enterprise many lesser 
women might have got for themselves a 
sort of legendary renown. It is no small 
thing to have been the only woman to brave 
the incredible dangers of running the block- 
ade of the mightiest fleet ever assembled 
and to have come through it serenely and 
unharmed. Women did not, ordinarily, do 
such things in the middle of the Jast cen- 


tury. Mrs. Whistler might at least have 
been famous. 
It is a curious sort of immortality to 


which this mother went through the con- 
centrated fury of a hundred and fifty ships 
of war. She was not in search of any 
sort of fame. any sort of immortality. It 
was simply that beyond the ring of ships 
and death was her boy Jamie, who needed 
her when he had come from Paris to Lon- 
don in the early 1860's to begin his career 
as an artist and controversialist. 


Five million prints of a picture that was 
called, simply, “The Mother,” haye been 
printed and have made their way to every 
corner of the earth. Universally the woman 
in this painting is the embodiment of moth- 
erhood-—-this slight, serene woman who 
smiled and was not afraid when death 
rained about her. For the mother of James

Oldest of five children of a distinguished 
North Carolina family, she had maternal 
duties thrust upon her early, when her own 
mother died. Still a girl, she became the 
mistress of the ancient house of the Mc- 
Neills, of Bladen, in North Carolina, .and 
was charged with the care of her younger 
sisters and her one brother. The latter 
became Major William Gibbs McNeill, of 
the United States army, thus breaking the 
tradition of the family for a hundred years 
in America. 

For the McNeills, since they came to 
America in 1739 from the Isle of Skye, 
had been planters and physicians. Long 
before the Revolution the Donald McNeill 
of that day had built a great brick man- 
sion on the plantation on the Cape Fear 
river. Sons of the family were educated at 
Princeton and in Scotland. Anna McNeill's 
brother, William Gibbs McNeill, was the 
last of his clan, and it was through him 
that his sister's horizon was widened until 
she has become the anonymous but univer- 
sal symbol of motherhood. 

For one vacation during his years at 
West Point he brought a classmate home 
with him George Washington Whistler. 
And when, years later, Whistler became a 
widower, he again met the serene, moth- 
erly older sister of his friend and married 
her. Then the family had removed to New 


York, where Dr. McNeill, with charac- 
teristics that in time made his grandson a 
fantastic figure in another sphere, had at- 
tracted a wide practice. 

Anna Mathilda McNeill married Major 
George Washington Whistler and became 
the mother of James McNeill Whistler. The

biographies of her son are curiously reti-- 


cent about her. 


But throughout his life she is there, a 
sort of warm, gray shadow in the back- 
ground of his existence. She was there 
when the family went to Russia when the 
boy was a slender, weak lad. Her diary 
of that time is concerned principally with 
the well-being of her two boys, and mostly 
with the health of Jamie. Through the 
bitter years of the Russian experience she 
nursed him, and when they were ended in 
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the death of Major Whistler, when pov- 
erty stared grimly at them, she brought 
them out of Russia and home again. 
Other sisters married brilliantly—into the 
British peerage, into the aristocracy of Vir- 
ginia, with a son who was to come tod be 


Admiral Donald McNeill Fairfax. The 
vounger Whistler became, like his fore- 
fathers, a physician, with an adequate if 


not distinguished practice. Alone was left 
Jamie, the son who never, somehow, grew 
up to be a man who did not need nis 
mother. Past manhood she watched over 
him, and he never seemed to be able to 
take hold upon any of the normal and 
expected enterprises of life. 


But always she is there in the back- 
ground, not dominating, never directing, 
but just being the mother that he would 
always need. He returned to Europe to 
study painting, and she went also—not with 
him, but to be nearby if he should have 
need of her. In 1860 he left England for 
Paris for three years of study, and she 
returned to America for a visit with her 
few remaining relatives in North Carolina. 
It was not the purpose of James McNeill 
Whistler ever to return to America to live. 


With their scant means, they would live 
in London, and meanwhile she would re- 
turn to America for a last visit to the place 
of her birth and the arrangement of a few 
matters that would require her

Of course, the obvious question is: How 
can the date of the deluge be fixed so 
closely? Could it not have been a thousand 
years earlier or a thousand years later? 

An answer to these questions was obtained 
by the nature of the materials found above 
and below the deluge stratum. 

The first examination of the surface of 
the Plain of Kish brought to light the 
expected relics of the more modern period: 
The Graeco-Roman and the Hellenistic 
ages that came in Alexander's time; the 
Persian ascendency that existed for three 
centuries before Alexander. There was 
also, at the bottom of this first excava- 
tion, the vestiges of the Neo-Babvionian 
period of about 600 B. C. 

The evidences of these vanished civiliza- 
tions were cylinder seals, copper objects. 
tablets, weapons, and pots found in the 
graves. 

In addition to a temple of the time of 
Nebuchadnezzar, there was, lower down, a 
conglomerate mass of mound debris, so 
mingled that it was difficult to divide it 
into clear chronological sequence. 


There was no doubt, however, that these 


strata represented the Assyrian and the 
Cassite kingdoms and the Hammurabi 
dynasty. The dates of these were from

Hints of the splendors of the Sargon 
kingdoms, which flourished from 2752 B. C. 
to 2696 B. C., were found in the excava- 
tions that uncovered the ruins of a Sar- 
ganic temple.

From this same level came pictographic 
inscriptions which were precisely the same 
as primitive Sumerian sculptures from all 
other sites of that period. Dr. Langdon 
himself found at Jemdet * Nasr, 17 miles 
northeast of Kish, similar decorations that 
had been made in early Sumerian times. 

Thus there was ample proof that the 
material below the Deluge stratum was laid 
4000 years before the coming of Christ.

Red Justice 


Soviet Russia Has Tossed Into the Discard Every Code of Justice the World Has Known and Is 
Setting Up an Entirely New Legal System in Which Guarantees of Individual Liberty and 
Equality Are Forgotten and Class Principles, Judgments and Justice Hold Sway 


ED justice, her blindfold supplant- 
ed by a pair of crimson spectacles, 

scans the pages of Karl Marx for 
= guidance, weighs her scales with 
a set of counterpoises new to this world, 
and strikes balances that defy the laws of 
legal gravity operating in other countries 
of the earth. For soviet jurisprudence, thun- 
dering over the uncharted plains of com- 
munism, abandons all models in its work 
of crystallizing a new social philosophy into 
law. 

The moral rules of Moses, the codes of 
Justinian, the doctrines of Coke and Black- 
stone, and the whole body of Czarist civil 
and criminal laws are relegated to oblivion, 
branded as archaic and savage regulations 
that held the workers of the world in bond- 
age. And the shades of ancient lawgivers 
and bewigged jurists hover aghast above 
the red-draped benches of soviet tribunals 
where precedent ts a word without power, 
and guarantees of individual libertv and in- 
dividual equality before the law are swept 
away in favor of a legal system avowediv 
founded upon class principles, class judg- 
ments and class justice. 


In these raw, new curiae the bulwarks 
against tyranny set up by the French and 
American revolutions, defining the inalien- 
able rights of humans, are stamped as char- 
ters of a privileged class. “The Rights of 
Man” has no place in the fundamental 
statutes of Red Russia. Where this docu- 
ments designates law as the expression of 
general will and declares all men born free 
and equal, the organic law of the soviets 
decrees that only one group has full legal 
rights and that “all power must appertain 
completely and exclusively in the laboring

Daily new and dramatic trials loom on 
the legal horizon of Soviet Russia. All the 
bizarre facets of Red Criminal law flash 
brilliantly throughout the ordeals. Statutes 
of an anomalous penal code define the of- 
fenses, judges with unique and unconvene 
tional qualifications preside, and the in- 
sidious operations of the notorious G. P. U., 
the soviet secret police whose jurisdiction 
covers every phase of counter-revolutionary 
crimes is bared. All the factors of com- 
munist law enforcement stand out in sharp 
relief. 

A current case involving some of the 
highest officials of a state government is in 
the process of ltigation. Among the de- 
fendants are numbered responsible execu- 
tives in such important organizations as the 
Commissariat of Agriculture of the Ukraine, 
the Ukranian State Planning Commission, 
the Agrarian banks. the Institute of Econ- 
omy of the Ukraine, the Agecnomical school 
and the Ukranian Lumber Trust. Forty-five 
of the accused men have pleaded guilty 
and for the first time in soviet history no 


death penalties were imposed for participa- 


tion in a widespread and threatening con- 
spiracy against the state. The trials of the 
remainder of the group are to be heard. 
They were all discovered by the ever-alert 
G. P. U. as. members of a subrosa society 
which aimed to cirpple the farm policies 
of the government. 


It is difficult to hide any activity in 
Russia from this vast, intrically organized 
system of secret police who are the eyes 
and ears of-the Kremlin, possessing great 
arbitrary power and constituting one of the 
most important units in the administration 


of soviet criminal law. The notorious 
Okhrana, the feared secret police of czar- 
dom, that sprawled over all the Russias like 
a giant, unseen octopus of espionage, 1S 
dead. But its relentless, spying soul lives 
on in the G. P. U. The frame work and 
methods of the Okhrana became the model 
for its Red successor, the Machiavellian 
Tcheka that functioned as a revolutionary 
police tribunal with terrible power during 
the first five vears of communism. In 1925, 
the Tcheka, with slightly modified au- 
thority, became the G. P. U. 

It is one of the many ironies of revolu- 
tion that the inexpiable police svstem cf 
Czarism, that for many centuries dispatch- 
ed the thin. endless line of hopeless men 
and women over the bleak snows of Siberia 
to die in raw towns of Arctic Asia. should be 
emploved by the men who were its victims, 
to hunt out and sentence the class that 
first used the scheme. But that very 
has occurred. The functions of the G. P, 
U. are defined by Stalin as “the punitive 
organ of soviet power, resembling the 
Comite du Salut Publique of the French 
Revolution. It

The two most important fields of soviet 
criminal law are covered by the G. P. U, 


as it devotes its energies to the supression 


of counter-revolution and to ecanemiég 
espionage. 

The personnel of this cunning and evers 
present organization is the most carefully, 
chosen of any state department. All meme 
bers of the secret police must be tried and 
trusted communists fired by a tanatica} 
zeal to crush the enemies of their cause, 
Many of the agents are unknown to any 
one but the central executive committee 0 
the communist party and spend their ive! 
among suspected people, posing as one C 
their number. These police have a repuia 
tion for never making an arrest until! cones 
clusive evidence of guilt of the suspect i$ 
in their possession. Then thev strike. The 
arrest is made. In many cases, the G. P. U, 
cah be both accuser and judge, for it hag 
a court system of its own that handles 
many types of cases and is invested with 
the power to pronounce a death sentence,

The police organization which functions 
in keeping pubiie order and protecting per- 
onal relations does not have the power, 
nor does it use the methods of the politica} 
and economic police. Their wa‘ are lesg 
vigorous and crafty.

For the 
common policeman of Russia is indeed % 
noveity in law enforcement. Many of the

park police are women. Whether men. or 
women they are all fluent talkers. In street 
brawls or fights between irate neighbors, 
who have for the moment forgotten the 
precepts of communism to the point where 
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they quarrel over the right to first use of 
the community kitchen, the policeman ar- 
rives with no intention of arresting the par- 
ticipants. He hears the facts from both 
sides of the contest simultaneously, and 1S 
immediately a party to the altercation him- 
self. He expounds the doctrines of com- 
munism which, he claims, would have pre- 
vented the fight had they been adhered to. 
He explains why both parties are wrong. 
He is an educator. For the theory goes that 
it is better to have people obey the law 
because they want to rather than because 
they are forced to do so. 


I attended a regatta where policewomen 
were handling a crowd of thousands. The 
river bank was lined with the proletariat in 
a holiday mood. Behind the crowd at the 
water’s edge was a row of newly painted 
green benches, affording a tempting point 
of vautage from which to view the races. 
A few of the spectators in the rear ranks 
climbed upon the seats, marring the 
emerald c ‘or. The police girls were at once 
active. They did not abruptly order the of- 
fenders off. but began a harangue that in- 
volved giving all the reasons why goes citi- 
zens should not stand on freshly painted 
benches. 


The proletariat, interested in the races 
and reluctant to abandon their positions 
which gave them such an excellent view of 
the river, argued with the girls. Many men 
and women in the crowd lost interest in the 
regatta and joined with the police girls in 
attempting to convince the anti-social peo- 
ple on the benches that they should get 
down. The chief arguments employed were 
that cultured people do not stand on 
benches, and that by doing so they were 
making a bad impression on the “bourjui’ 
(whom I represented). The conclusive and 
winning contention advanced by the police 
was that it was a waste of labor. For wast- 
ing labor has real meaning to a class-con- 
scious worker. One group would be event- 
ually talked out of their positions on the 
benches and would scramble off the seats. 
But as soon as they were gone, a new col- 
lection would take their places, and the 
whole ordeal was gone through again. I 
suggested a more decisive way of keeping 
the benches clear. but my communist in- 
terpreter said that arbitrary methods 
would not be education and it was far bet- 
ter to educate the people by giving them 
the reasons for not doing improper things. 

But when an arrest is made and the ac- 
cused brought to the bar of justice he is 
confronted with a court of procedure, a 
criminal code, and a system of penology 
unique in the world today. The court rooms 
of modern Russia reflect the stark system 
of jurisprudence that guides their function- 
ing. I have attended sessions of the peo- 
ple’s court held in a large room of an Qqid 
apartment house in Moscow and similar 
hearings convened in the courts of justice 
used by the Romanoffs in Leningrad. From 
these trial chambers all the trappings of 
the old regime are gone. The judge's bench 
is a plain table hung with scarlet cloth. A 
red-draped picture of Lenin adorns the 
scaling walls, and rough benches and wabbly 
chairs are scattered around the barren 
room. The impressive ceremonies that give 
dignity to courts of law are absent. 

The procedure is as simple and unem- 
bellished by intricate rules of evidence as 
the room is devoid of decoration. In the 
people's court. which is the common court 
of original jurisdiction for ordinary cases. 
one judge and two assessors hear the case 
and constitute both the judge and the jury, 
making decisions on both law and fact. All 
three may question witnesses unhampered 
by strict rules on admissibility of testimony, 
and the case is decided by a majority vote 
of the three. 

The judge is not chosen for his peculiar 
legal training, as an education in law is not 
necessary for the office. He must, however, 
be a communist who has held public office 
tor at least two vears and has been em- 
ploved at one time as a worker or farmer. 
The two assessors are drawn in the fashion 
of jurvmen from a selected panel made up 
of 50 per cent workers, 15 per cent soldiers. 
and 35 per cent farmers. By confining the 
gperation of the courts to communists and 
workers the administration of justice is se- 
curelv placed in the hands of the proletariat 
and organized a strictly class basis with 
no place for professional people, tradgrs 
or the 
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* land may be admitted 
legal training, but must 


pass a COMmMunist board which decides their 
qualifications in the hgeht of their political 
beliefs. The profession is now being collec- 
tivized. On February |! Moscow abolished 
the private practice of law and replaced 


it by a collective unit of workers’ lawyers 
under communist management. The brie! 
are impartially distributed among the mem- 
bers of the organization, and the private 
Practice of Jaw or advising in legal mat- 
ters by lawyers not members of the collec- 
tive is ruled to be a fraudulent practice, 
punishable by imprisonment. 


Above the people's court are the Gubernia 
@ourts. which hear appeals from the lower 


tribunal and have the right to try cases of 
special importance involving counter-revo- 
lutionary trials not conducted in the G. P. 
U. courts. The court of final appeal is the 
supreme cougt of the Republic. There are 
six of these sitting in the various states, 
and in this judiciary, appointed by the cen- 
tral council, the same class. distinctions 
prevail. Of the forty-five judges of this 
high bench all are communists, but only 
18 are lawyers. 

The penal code administered by these 
courts names as crimes many acts not re- 
garded as crimes in other lands, and omits 
or minimizes deeds that the world has for 
ages branded as criminal. It provides for a 
maximum penalty of only 10 years for all 
offenses with the single exception of coun- 
ter-revolutionary aetivity, which may be 
punished by death. These statutes, 0 
strange to western countries, but entirely 
compatible with soviet ideology, are a di- 
rect product of revolutionary chaos. 


The first five vears of the soviet’s life 
there was no penal code in existence to 
designate the acts to be uniformly consid- 
ered criminal. That important division of 
law was deliberately neglected in order to 
establish revolutionary forms. During this 
hectic half decade criminal justice was ad- 
ministered by judges untrained in juris- 
prudence, whose sole qualification was a 
thorough understanding of the dogma of 
communism and a hysterical fervor for the 
precepts of the Red faith. 

There were no statutes nor formal tests 
by which they determined whether acts an 
accused man was alleged to have committed 
were criminal or not. The existing customs 
of the people were not a sound guide be- 
cause those usages were bred in czarist 
days. The fact that an act had been a 
crime under the empire was not considered, 
for the Romanoffs were dead and a new 
world was to be made. 

So these jurists of the revolutionary 
tribunals examined issues and tested them 
in accordance with the general notions of 
the aims and ideals of the Red philosophy. 
If by a sixth sense they felt a certain act 
militated against the permanency of the 
struggling soviets, or believed it to be detri- 
mental to the welfare of the group, it was 
judged a crime and sentence was passed in 
accordance with the magistrate’s notions of 
the extent to which the offender was a 
menace to the community. So out of the 
ruddy glow of the “revolutionary con- 
science” a category of acts regarded as anti- 
social came into being. These were crys- 
tallized into the penal code made in 1922, 
put into effect in 1923 and revised in 1927, 


The Red penal code now in operation 
divides all offenses into three chief cate- 
gories. There are the crimes against health, 
life and property, which include larceny 
and murder. A second class of offenses 
against the economic life of the country 
embraces many Startling new types of crime 
and the frantic efforts being made today to 
complete the five-year plan and effect Rus- 
sia’s industrial independence in the next 
four years is provoking a rigid enforcement 
of these statutes. The third classification !s 
counter-revolutionary crimes. These are de- 
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fined as “ary action directed toward the 
overthrow, che breaking or weakening of 
the power of the workers’ and peasants’ 
government.” Although this section of laws 
is directed most forcefully against political 
activity and economic conspiracies, ~ the 
liberal interpretation given by the courts 
often brings many offenses in the first two 
categories. 

A new crime fostered by this all inclusive 
statute was born only last month in Khar- 
kov when several library officials were ar- 
rested and charged with cultural sabotage. 
Their crime had been the arrangement and 
distribution of books on the shelves of their 
library. The police investigating the insti- 
tution discovered that thousanas of tomes 
exalting the dictatorship of the proletariat, 
and depicting the doubts and fears and 
yearnings of humanity as vanishing at the 
magic touch of an economic cure-all, had 
been relegated to obscure shelves and stack- 
ed in damp cellars. And in prominent dis- 
play they found cheap novels with bour- 
geoisie settings. volumes on God and dead 
faiths and books about people whose souls 
had not been standardized. The offenders 
must answer to the courts of communism 
for their transgression. 


The many crimes against the economic 
security which do not have revolutionary 
intent, but are punishable because they are 
detrimental to the group, form an anomal- 
ous collection of laws. Labor desertion is 
a misdemeanor in Red Russia. If im- 
portant work is f® be done and an employee 
leaves his job without proper excuse, he 
may be sentenced to compulsory labor for 
two weeks or imprisonment for not more 
than six days. The wasteful use of material 
by a manager or a worker. or the ill-advised 
direction of labor by a superintendent may 
be punished by not less than six months’ 
imprisonment. 

There is the recent case of an office man- 
ager who fell a victim to the stringent laws 
demanding extreme care in the process of 
doing soviet business. The manager, in a 
hurry to leave the office to keep an appoint- 
ment with his bride, left his work at the 
regular time, but failed to turn over to his 
secretary the keys to the vault in which the 
office records were stored. She was com- 
pelled to leave the books unlocked during 
the night. In the morning it was discovered 
that «he records of hours of labor put in by 
the factory workers had been stolen and 
that the payroll could not be made up. For 
this negligent act the manager was indicted, 
tried and sentenced to nine davs’ imprison- 
ment. 

Mal-administration of an office through 
carelessness, lack of ability or application 
are punished by not less than six months’ 
imprisonment. If the poor management is 
carried on deliberately for private gain a 
maximum of five years’ imprisonment may 
be the penalty, and if it is part of a con- 
Spiracy with others or is done with the aim 
of squandering state property and damaging 
soviet enterprise it mav be interpreted as 
counter-revolutionary and so carry the 
maximum penalty of death 


In the wide variety of crimes listed under 
the head of acts against health. life and 
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property of the people are all the offenses 
ranging from non-support of children & 
murder. These common crimes are given 
a distinctive place by the unique communist 
interpretation of them. For the act itseif 
does not interest the state. The sentence 
is not imposed in accordance with the crime, 
but in relation to the social danger of the 
person involved. No crime of this type car- 
ries a penalty of more than ten years’ im- 
prisonment. Communists who commit of- 
fenses against the peace of the community 
are dealt with more harshly than non-party 
members, for their failure to live up to the 
concepts of the organization presents a 
greater menace to tine state. The party 
member is a model for the rank and file 
of the mass. If he fails, the example for 
others is bad. 

Murder, if given no counter-revolutionary 
Significance, is punished by a maximum of 
ten ears. The gradations of punishment 
for the effense are based upon distinctions 
in keeping with the social danger of the 
murder. Murder motivated by jealousy, pri- 
vate gain or self-interest call bourgeoisie 
urges) is the most aggravated form of the 
crime and carries a minimtm sentence of 
eight years with a maximum ot ten years 
in prison. The brutality or revolting charac- 
ter of the act does not interest the court— 
they believe the social danger ot the crimi- 
nal can be estimated only through consid- 
eralion of the motives. ‘(he decision in @ 
recent soviet murder trial is in point, 

For weeks a young wife laid plans to kill 
her husband. She saved kopeks to purchase 
a Knife and bought a lone blade with a 
keen edge that assured efficiency in ‘the 
gruesome work. Her husband, a good-nat- 
ured loafer and drunkard, neglected the 
support of his familv and snent his rubles 
for vodka. The wife, driven to desperation 
by his shiftlessness. but reluctant to divorce 
the idler, stabbed him to death as he slept 
and mutilated the body bevond recogni- 
tion. The facts were all admitted in court, 
but the judge sentenced her to only three 
vears imprisonment; be did not regard the 
woman as socially dangerous and her act 
had not had an anti-social effect upon the 
community. It had, on the other hand, 
salutary effects upon the ne‘er-do-wells of 
the village. The sentimentality which kept 
the woman living with her husband and 
prevented her from securing a divorce was 
severely criticised, however, by the presid< 
ing judge. 

Contrast this case to the affair of Kon- 
Stantin, Andrii and Smirnov, three boys 
ranging in age from 20 to 23 years. All weve 
graduates of a workers’ high school and 
members of the Young Communists League, 
an organization that prepares the youth 
for party membership. Two of the boys had 
attended the school of mines and all were 
employed in saviet ‘factories and govern- 
ment projects. 

One night they returned to the school of 
mines, broke into the office of the treasurer, 
attacked him. bourid and gagged his wife, 
stole 20,000 rubles from the safe and es- 
caped.

The Murder of Mrs. Emma 
Harrington and How the Law 


Played Mouse With a Prisoner 
Before Making Up Its Mind

HE door of an apartment cn 
West 190th street, Manhattan, 
opened one day in December, 
1027. and let out a murderer. The 
eee same door, in a manner of speak- 
ing, let out of a condemned cell in Sing 


Sing the man who had been doomed to die 
for the crime. 

As so often happens, several years pass- 
ed between the date of the crime and the 
date when Justice finally made up its mind. 
For a long period the law played with its 
prisoner as a cat might play with a mouse, 
subjecting him to such torture as would 
do credit to the judicial systems of tne Dark 
Ages. We can believe with Warden Lawes, 
of Sing Sing, that the man is now in a 
condition of mind which may lead eventual- 
ly to insanity. e 

The apartment was that of Mrs. Emma 
Harrington, 39, wife of Guy Harrington, 4 
stock company actor and manager. The 
woman was a native of Castle Rock, near 
Joplin, Mo., and had herself become an 
actress after her marriage. 

She had recently been awarded an inter- 
locutory decree of divorce in Binghamton, 
N. Y. She and her husband had been sep- 
arated for: two years. Since then she had 
not been without men friends. 

Where there are men friends there are 
liable to be jealous rivals male and female 
—which somewhat complicates our Mystery 
of the Door. 

Before her arrival in New York, sup- 
posedly on December 20, 1927, Mrs. Har- 
rington had been in Binghamton, where 
she also had an apartment. On Wesdnesday, 
December 21. she visited Mrs. John Flynn, 
formerly superintendent of the 190th street 
apartment, who was now superintendent of 
a house at 1825 Riverside drive. Mrs. Har- 
rington told Mrs. Flynn she planned to 
sell her furniture and sub-let her apart- 
ment, after which she would visit her 
mother in Missouri. 

She said that she had advertised 
furniture for sale. 

That evening she called on Mrs. H. Pesko- 
witz, wife of the landlord, to pay the rent. 
She also told Mrs. Peskowitz that she was 
leaving in a day or so to visit her mother. 

On the following evening, Thursday the 
22d. Mrs. Harrington was seen leaving a 
taxicab in front of the apartment house.

SCREAMS, STEPS, 
THEN SILENCE. 

The next morning, at about 10:30 o'clock, 
Mrs. Lillian Holton, who lived in the apart- 
ment below, heard the screams of a womal, 
apparently in the Harrington apartment. 
Mrs. Bolton, according to her story to the 
police, went upstairs and rang the bell but 
got mo answer. Later she heard steps on 
the stairs, then silence. She said she again 
went up, rang the bell and tried the door. 

She said the door was locked. 

Six days passed before the next event 
occurred. On the morning of Thursday, the 
29th, Mrs. Margaret Ufer, another tenant, 
noticed that the door of the Harrington 
apartment was ajar. She notified the jani- 
tor, Mrs. Margaret Gronquist, who went out 
and told Patrolman John Daley. Daley call- 
ed the Wadsworth avenue police station end 
Detective Gaetano Greco went to the place 
to look into this matter of the open door. 

Greco walked up the four flights and 
entered the Harrington apartment. He saw 
that everything was in order, nothing ap- 
parently disturbed. Then he noticed, just 
outside the bathroom door, three drops ol 


dried blood 

He pushed the door. Somethihg blocked 
it. He peered around the edge of the door 
and beheld the body of a woman, clothed 
in a nightgown, one foot bare and one 
foot wearing a slipper. There were great 
quantities of driea blood under the head. 
The woman had been dead for several davs 


Detective Greco to his subsequent 
chagrin, thought that the woman had mere- 
ly tijad a hemorrhage of the nose and bied 
to death. He eded that it might pos- 
Sibly nave been suicide. He so reported to 
his superior officer 

The medical examiner's office was not in- 
formed until 1 p. m. and it was 5 p. m. be- 
fore Assistant Medical Examiner Raymond 
Miles arrived. Dr. Miles took a look

close 


at the woman's head, found ten lacerations, 
most of them concealed by the woman’s 
thick hair, and reported to the police that 
this person had not died a natural death, 
but had been murdered. Greco had made 
an error which was to-cause his demotion. 

Now the homicide squad went into ac- 
tion in earnest. Mrs. Harrington had ap- 
parently been slain by a robber. Her jewel 
box had been broken into, five valuable 
rings she was known to have possessed had 
disappeared, also a $500 caracul coat. And 
curiously, the mate to the slipper found on 
her foot had aiso disappeared. 

Mrs. Harrington, the police decided, had 
Slept in her bed, which was found pulled 
down. She had also had a cup of coffee, for 
an empty cup rested on the arm of a chair. 
The police thought that some one had come 
in answer to the woman's advertisement 
and had killed and robbed her. The mat- 
ter of the locked door that was later found 
ajar did not enter into the case until a 
long while later. 

The case did not attract much attention. 
The newspapers at the moment were glutted 
with big stories—Ruth Snyder and Judd 
Gray were about to be executed, Hickman 
had just been captured. Colonel Lindbergh 
was flying over Central America, and Alice 
was suing Kip Rhinelander. 

Guy Harrington, the victim's husband, 
was appearing in “Love ‘Em and Leave 'Em” 
in Wilkes-Barre, Pa. He told reporters he 
had nothing to say about the case. He had 
not seen his wife since the previous April, 
he said, and added that he had planned to 
marry Mrs. Grace Lake, of Binghamton as 
soon as his divorce became final. 

However, when first informed about the 
tragedy, he was heard to mumble something 
about “that damned taxi driver.” He refused 


‘to explain what he meant by this. 


Another witness, Mrs. Clifford Sleeth, who 
occupied the apartment across the hall, was 
reported as saying that she saw Mrs. Har- 
rington at 10:30 p. m. December 23, stand- 
ing near the mail boxes on the main floor. 
Mrs. Sleeth said the actress was wearing 
her fur coat at the time.

Incidentally, on the Wadsworth avenue 
Side of the house was a fire escape that, 
because of the steep grade of the street, 
could easily be reached by a person on the 
Sidewalk. The fire escape led to the bath- 
room window, which was open at the top. 
There were smears on the inside ledge, such 
as. might have been made by shoes, but no 
fingerprints on the glass or ledge. 

One can see the possibilities—it might 
have been the man who answered the ad: 
it might have been a robber who entered 
via the fire escape; it might not have been 
a robber at all. The stolen property might 
have been a false lead.

the following January 5, 1928, some of Mrs. 
Harrington's stvlen property had not been 
found in a room in the Hotel Taft, New 
Haven, Conn. That discovery set in motion 
a series of events which has only recently 
come to its last belated climax. 


It developed that a certain man had 
stopped at the hotel with a young woman 
and had left without paving his bill, leaving 
behind some of Mrs. Harrington's jewelry 
and her fur coat. The man was traced to 
nearby cities and a taxi driver reported 
leaving a wallet containing several thou- 
sand dollars worth of negotiable bonds 
that the same man had fled from his cab. 
and some more jewelry 

Within a few hours of these discoveries 
the police announced that they were seek- 
ing Frederick W. Edel. alias Richard Hall, 
a native of Germany and an ex-convict, 


for the Harrington murder. 
Edel was well known in certain Con- 


necticul cities. He had engaged in the res- 
taurant business in Meriden, had served a 
five-year term for robbery in Dannemora. 
N. Y., had been acquitted of the murder 
of an associate, John Mastriano, of Meri- 
den, and had been suspected in the murder 
of another associate. David Dudley, also of 
Meriden. It was sad morever, that he had 
known Mrs. Harrington and had lived near 
her in New York.

Edel still might have eluded capture had 
he not set the postal authorities on his 
tratl-an unfortunate thing for most any 
criminal. He scattered forged money orders 
across the country, was recognized by a 
postal clerk in Hopkins, Minn., on March 
27, 1928. and was caught after a mile and a 
halt chase. 

In his statement to the authorities in 
Minnesota the wizened little criminal ad- 
mitted that he had known Mrs. Harring- 
ton since 1920, and had seen her very short- 
ly before her death, but he denied that he 
had murdered her. He admitted that he had 


the woman's jewelry and fur coat in hig 
possession, but denied that he had ver 
been in her apartment 

His explanation of how he came into 


possession of the murdered woman's things 
is interesting 

He said he had met Mrs. Harrington on 
December 22, 1927. at 96th street and Brosd- 
way. and had dinner with her at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, where he was staying. He 
said that they made a date for the next 
day, the 23d. He didn't see her, however, 
but a chauffeur came to his room at the 
fiotel with two hat boxes and told him that 
Mrs. Harrington's clothes were in them 

“Shell meet you in Sprinefield,” the 
chauffeur said. according to Edel 

Why she should meet him in Springfield 
was not explained. At any rate, he went to 


Springfield, he said, and waited for her 
there. When she didn't appear, he picked 
up a couple of girls, gave them some of 
Mrs. Harrington's jewelry (why he should 
vive away the woman's property was not 
explained, either) and entertained = tive 
young women in Springfield and nearby 
cities

They don't whistle aboard ship; they 
don't welcome -parsons, especially female 
parsons, as passengers; they don’t disregard 
the warning of Saint Elmo; they don't scoff 
at the mention of Vanderdecken, the Flying 
Dutchman. At least they don't do these things 
in. the hearing of other sailors! 

There is one Old Man who has skippered 
a vessel of the Great White Fleet for 30 
years, who flies into a rage if he hears any- 
one, including a passenger. whistle on deck. 
Such conduct drives him frantic. And many 
@ young man has been brought up short by 
his command to “stop that infernal whistling 
on my shiv!”

This Old Man knows that whistling aboard 
ship brings dirty weather, and he needs no 
Finn's psychic gift to tell him so if he hears 
some blanketv-blank landsman_ whistling 
aboard his ship! 

This Old Man is. by the way, one of the 
most delightful characters plying the Atlan- 
tic. He is a survival of the old sail days, and 
has never sloughed off, thanks be, the pic- 
turesque vocabulary that was the possession 
of those ancient mariners. One of the de- 
lightful stories that night told by Captain 
Grant was the Old Man's reply to a dock 
official as he was warping his big ship into 
its wharf in the East river. 

The cock official was trying to help the 
Old Man to get his ship into just the right 
relationship to the dock to allow for ease 
inunloading both passengers and cargo. His 
direction, somewhat after the stvle of some 
garage attendant who tries to direct you how 
to back your car into the impossible space 
he wishes you to put it, finally exhausted the 
patience of the Old Man.

of churches. Sailors are exempt from purga- 
tory, even though they die without benefit 
of clergy. That’s why they don't care to 
have parsons along on a voyage. Parsons are 
not necessary agents of their being eased 
into paradise, as they*’are to landsmen. 


“Did you ever hear of Fiddlers’ Green? 


Well, Fiddlers’ Green is an especially pre-- 
pared place for sailors to go to after they 


pass inspection in Davy Jones’ locker. You 
know, there was an early Pope, who was an 
especial patron of sailormen, he having been 
a sailor himself before he began to.tread the 
way of holiness that led him to the throne 
of Saint Peter. 

“And he decreed that sailors who lost their 
lives at sea were immune from any sentence 
to Purgatory, even though they died with- 
out benefit of clergy, as most sailors did in 


those days, and as many sailors do even 
now. 
“Under the decree of the sailors’ patron 


Pope, the souls of all sailors must pass in- 
spection in Davy Jones’ locker and, if they 
are found to have been true to the code. of 
the sea and the traditions of. sailormen since 
the days of Columbus, they are sent directly 
to Fiddlers’ Green. 

_“Now, ‘you will hear many descriptions of 
Fiddlers’ Green. 
who sailed with me out of Glasgow before the 
wartime. He was as hard an old shellback as 
you'd fine on the Seven Seas. And his de- 
scription of what he expected in Fiddlers’ 
Green was comparable to the delights a 
Nirvana-seeker will tell you awaits all who 
are faithful to Allah.” 

Of course, the discipline aboard ship is one 
of the strictest codes that exist among men, 
The captain is emperor of his domain. He 
is the dispenser of the high, the middle and 
the low justice; he is the chief high execu- 
tioner; his word is far more absolute than 
that of a governor, or even a president of 
the United States. No judge on the bench, 
no police officer, no prince nor general has 
the absolute power possessed by a captain 
aboard his ship. 

Tradition Over All. 

But all this power will be forgotten if a 
Sailor sees a traditional superstition of the 
sea being violated. The Old Man told us that 
night that on a previous trip from Tela, 
Honduras, he had brought back the body of 
a woman, the wife of an American stationed 
there, so she buried in 
Boston. The undertaker had brought 
the bods aboard and it had accidentally been 
placed in a forward-and-aft

Mrs. Pauline Williamson, the murdered 
woman's landlady in Binghamton, told of 
seeing Mrs. Harrington pack for her trip to 
New York, and of seeing three $100 bills and 
a $50 bill. 


Little May Flynn, 10, daughter of Mrs. 
John, Flynn, told of Mrs. Harrington's visit, 
and how she (May) accompanied the ex- 
actress when the latter arranged tor the 
advertisement in the paper. 


Miss Catherine Lopez, attractive bru- 
nette, told of being with Edel and Miss 
Emily Grayson in various Connecticut cities 
and identified certain articles she saw in 
his bag, including the small nickelplated 
hammer. 

Miss Lopez said that while they were in 
New Haven she became suspicious of “Mr. 
Hall,” as she knew him. She said that 
while he was asleep she got the key to his 
suitcase out of his vest and looked into 
the bag. She saw the hammer, she said, a. 
well as letters, etc.. and a wedding ring in- 
scribed, “From Guy to Emma.” 


Miss Grayson said the man had given her 
a diamond ring, identified as having be- 
longed to Mrs. Harrington, and said he 
had offered her the caracul coat. She had 
taken it at first but then gave it back. 


@fiss Betty Jarvis, another young wom- 
an Edel had entertained, testified she met 
him on December 23 at the Clinton Hall 
hotel, Springfield. She said she saw him 
at 7:30 p. m., December 23. Then she chang- 
ed her testimony to put the time of meeting 
at noon of that day. Recalled to the stand 
later, she said that her original testimony 
was correct. It was a very important point. 


She also testified that she noticed a spot 
on his vest that resembled blood. She asked 
him about this and he said that he had 
been in a fight and sustained a bloody nose. 


Dr. Alexander K. Gettler, chief toxicolo- 
gist at Bellevue hospital, testified that the 
blotches on the defendant's vest were blood- 
Stains. 

Question—Is .it possible that Ede! con- 
tinued wearing a vest, stained with a vic- 
tim’s blood, all those weeks after the 
tragedy? 

Other women witnesses, occupants of the 
apartment house, testified. Harrington took 
the stand and contributed his bit. Jullan 
C. Labin, proprietor of the Taft hotel in 
New Haven, identified articles found in 
Edel's room, and the state rested its case. 


When the time came for Attorney Rorke 
to put in his defense, he announced there 
would be no defense, that the state had 
failed to prove a case against his client. 
He spoke about the door that was locked

But December 12 dawned and there was 
no word from the governor. Edel went from 
his cell in the condemned block into the 
pre-execution chamber. Evening came. He 
had his “last meal,” his head was shaved 
for the electrode, he prepared himself for 
death—and at 10:30 p. m., half an hour be- 
fore the scheduled moment of execution. 
Governor Roosevelt reprieved the prisoncr 
until the week of December 30. 


Nine months and more nad passed since 
this man’s conviction. yet not until he was 
within 30 minutes of death could Justice 
decide that its work was not yet done. 

But this was only the beginning of Edel’s 
torment 

Mention of new evidence interested the 
New York Evening Telegram and on De- 
cember 22, two years to the day aiter Mrs. 
Harrington was supposed to have been seen 
alive last, that paper assigned MacGregor 
Bond, a reporter, to an investigation of the 
case on behalf of the doomed man. 

Bond sought out various persons who 
had been-witnesses in the trial and vartous 
others who had not been witnesses. He vis- 
ited the family of Mrs. Sleeth, who~had 
been dropped from the list of witnesses and 
who had died since. Mrs. Sleeth had been 
reported as saying she saw Mrs. Harring- 
ton the evening of the 23d, some 12 hours 
after the screams were heard by Mrs. Hol- 
ton. Members of the Sleeth family were 
sure Mrs. Sleeth had said she’d seen Mrs. 
Harrington the evening of the 23d.

fore Justice Nott on February 10. On Feb- 
ruary 17 Nott asked the governor to grant 
yet another stay. Roosevelt complied, set- 
tine the execution for the week of March 
31. On March 14, Nott denied the motion, 
holding that the new evidence was hearsay 
and hence inadmissable in a court of law. 


That shifted the whole burden to the 
governor. He waited until March 29 and 
then decided to cal] a halt to this slow tor- 
ture of the man in the death house. He 
commuted the sentence to life, stating that 
the evidence gathered since the trial had 
created a doubt in his mind. He said that 
several of the jurors had appeared betore 
him and told him that if the new evidence 
had been presented at the trial, it would 
have created a reasonable doubt in their 
minds. 


ANOTHER POSTMARK 
ENTERS THE CASE.

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Your Flower and Vegetable Garden 
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ANNUALS FOR THE OUTDOOR LIVING ROOM. 


HERE are numbers of annual 
flowers that may be planted in 
the outdoor living room that will 
add beauty and color to it for 
the summer. One of the most pleasant 
and interesting phases of the _ present 
vogue for beauty out of doors, is this grow- 
ing demand for out-of-doors living rooms. 
There is not a thing more pleasant than 
to sit in one of these attractive living 
rooms late in the afternoon of a hot sum- 
mer day, particularly if it comes after a 
hot day spent in the city. 

Anyone who has planned and planted an 


outdoor living room will tell you it is one 
of the most fascinating gardening experi- 
ences. It is an interesting problem to 
start with. Its design stimulates the 
imagination and with each new plant, seed 
or bulb that goes to make its carpet, walls 
or draperies, there comes another new idea, 
for a different sort of decoration. 


From earliest spring, when the crocus 
reminds us of spring, followed by other 
spring flowering bulbs and_ flowering 
shrubs, throughout the summer with the 
Summer flowering bulbs and the annual 
flowers on into the fall, when we enjoy the 
autumn colors throughout the winter when 
our evergreen walls and berried plants add 
beauty, this room is interesting and beau- 
tiful. Any decorator will say that it is a 
simple matter to make a room beautiful, 
but to make it interesting. requires per- 
sonality. The out-door living room gives 
us an ideal place to express this person- 
ality. 

In our home the carpets must be swept 
and cleaned and occassionally replaced, and 
the same things are neecssdry in our out- 
door living room. This is the prop®@r time 
of the year for the carpet to be patched 
with the addition of more grass seed and 
a liberal application of fertilizer. The 
method that is generally followed in this 
spring patching of the carpet. is to cut the 
grass very closely, rake off all of the trash, 
sticks, rocks and dead grass with a steel 
rake. This raking should be done very 
vigorously in order that the top crust of the 
ground be slightly broken. After this has 
been done, broadcast the seed over the 
bare spots, apply a liberal amount of fer- 
tilizer over the entire lawn and roll. or firm 
in some other manner. It is also a good 
plan to soak the ground thoroughly after 
this work has been completed. Be sure 
to let the water sprinkler run for an hour 
or two at each spot. 


The care of the border planting is also 
important. We mean by border planting, 
the planting of evergreens that make: our 
walls, The care of these plants is particu- 


larly important the first season. The soil 
in the bed or border should be cultivated, 
giving it the same treatment that would be 
given a garden in which one was raising 
prize flowers or vegetables. After the soil 
has become packed from rains or water- 
ing, cultivation should be done as soon as 
the ground has dried out enough to be 
worked easily. The purpose of this is to 
keep the ground loose about the roots and 
to preserve the moisture in the soil. Sur- 
face cultivation provides a layer of finely 
pulverized soil through which the natural 
capilary action of the water in the soil is 
discouraged. The fine earth acts as a 
mulch of the simplest form and thereby 
discourages evaporation. 


The sight of the bare ground is some- 
what objectionable, but if: the beds are 
kept neatly edged, this apeparance will be 
good. The good that is done to the plants 
will more than offset this objection. 


ZINNIAS. 


Another old-fashioned flower that will 
add a variety of color to our out-of-door 
living room is the zinnia. The beauty of 
the zinnia lies in two characteristics: its 
ease of growth and its continuity of bloom. 
It is not unusual for the first blossom té 
appear within six weeks time after plant- 
ing the seeds and they will continue to ap- 
pear until killing frosts appear. The range 
of colors from which they may be selected 
is really enormous. These include white, 
yellow, rose pink, pink, scarlet, red and 
orange. 

The culture of zinnias is very simple, 
They prefer a rich garden soil and will 
grow best if they are given an application 
of some good fertilizer about once every 
two weeks. They glory in‘the sun and will 
really grow best in an open field. This 
does not mean that full sun is absolutely 
necessary as they will bloom nicely with 
only a half day's sun. 


For quickest results, the plants may be 
procured, but there is still ample time to 
start these plants from seeds. Plant the 
seeds either in rows or broadcast, after 
they have reached a height of three or four 
inches, they should be thinned out, leaving 
at least a foot between the plants. 


Shallow cultivation after each rain, or 
even more often, will help to hold the mois- 
ture for the proper growth of the plant. 
This cultivation will preserve the moisture 
and give the roots a chance to grow to ad- 
vantage. It is a good plan to follow. to 
fertilize these plants each time that they 
are cultivated. This fertjlizer should be 
worked into the soil for best results. 

Within the past few vears much work 
has been done by the plant breeders toward 
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perfecting the zinnia. 
introduced what is commonly called dahlia 
flowered zinnias. ‘These have come by their 
name because of their similarity to dahlias. 
The petals are silghtlv curved, the flowers 
very double and practically all of the ugly 
center has disappeared. ‘Thev are also 
much larger than the regular zinnias. 
These flowers sometimes reach a size of 
six inches in diameter. To raise some of 
these extra large flowers, pinch off the 
early buds without allowing them to come 
into bloom. The second crop of buds should 
be partly removed, leaving only about half 
of them. Just as thev are about to come 
into blossom, give the plant an application 
of liquid manure or some nitrate of soda. 


Thinking about nitrate of soda reminds 
us that it is one of the finest forcers known. 


It should be applied sparingly. About one 
teaspoonful of the soda for each plant Is 
plenty. It is important that the flowers 
be watered thoroughly after this has been 
applied. There is grave danger of burning 
when this fertilizer is used, but if the 
proper precautions are taken there is not 
any fertilizer that will give the immediate 
results that can be obtained from. this 
product. 


These annual flowers may be planted 
with the shrubbery against the wall of out- 


of-doors living rooms. If this method of 
planting is followed a better show will be 
gained by planting several of the plants in 
groups. To make this even more eltective, 
solid colors may be planted in each little 
group of plants. As a general rule, the use 
of these plants in the separate colors will 
be much more effective than the use ol 
mixed colors.

Another branch of the zinnia family that 


is becoming better known and more pop- 


ular, as it makes new acquaintances, is the 
very dwarf, pompon zinnia. These little 
fellows are about the size and similar in 
other ways .o the pompon dahlia, and is a 
really attractive flower. The plants them- 
selves are dwarf in habit of growth, usually 
growing to a height of eighteen inches. 
The flow@rs are very seldom more than 
one or two inches in diameter. 

Another type that has been recently in- 
troduced. is the quilled zinnia. ‘These are 
similar to the cactus dahlias. These plants 
grow to the usual zinnia height, about three 
feet. These are commonly seen in a num- 
ber of different colors, including all of the 
common Zinnia colors. Add some color to 
vour out-door living room for the sake of 
color and variety in vour summer living 
room. 

MARIGOLDS. 


There is a family that will add color to 
our living room throughout the summer 
and fall. The orange, yellow and brown 
colors are all included in this famous mari- 
vold family. These flowers may be started 
plants themselves may be procured and 
from seeds planted out of doors now or the 
planted directly.

The tall, huge 
crinkled globes of the African marigold fure 
nish the brilliant orange, sparkling vellow 
and paler lemon, in prodigal profusion al} 
summer long. # 


The mainstay for adgine borders for 
blossoms throughout the late summer and 
fall is the dwarf French marigold. These 
little fellows, with their deep tones and 
their stripings and mottlings of browns and 
reds, with their ferny foliage spangled with 
these double rosettes, always make a gay 
show and bloom incessantly until killing 
frosts arrive. A type not so well known 
is the tall French. This variety reaches @ 
height of about three feet, usually grows 
well even in poor soil. As a matter of fact, 
for some strange reason, it seems to bloom 
even more profusely if the soil is not too 
rich. 

Marigolds will flourish in almost any 
soil, but they must have plenty of sunlight, 
In rich soil they pause a while to develop 
a supply of luxuriant foliage before devele 
oping their normal wealth of bloom, but 
once they have made their leaf and stem 
growth, they devote their entire energy to 
bloom. Less rich soil is preferred by some 
gardeners to induce earlier bloom and Jess 
rank growth. The tall Africans, with a bore 
der of the Dwarf French marigolds wil) 
make a brilliant bed of color from late 
spring until killing frosts.

On the morrow, with an escort 
of 20 lances, every man in a white surcoat 
bearing the new tulip device, Count An- 
thony set out for Sluys as the representa- 
tive of the Duke of Burgundy. 

The Princess Margaret, of York, arrived 
with the state and splendor becoming the 
sister of a king; but it was as moonshine 
to sunlight compared with the state and 
splendor wel the Surguncian reception await- 
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ing her, a reception which was to mark the 
wealth and power of a duke who in both 
could outrival any living monarch, and to 
dazzle the world in general and the watch- 
ful King of France in particular, 

A fleet of 16 vessels under the command 
of the Lord Admiral, of England, was em- 
ployed to bring the princess and her escort 
to the port of Sluys. She was in the im- 
mediate care of her royal brother, Lord 
Scales, and the Bishop of Salisbury, and 
attended by a troop of knights and gentle- 
men representing the flower of English 
nobility of the Yorkist faction and some 
fourscore ladies of rank, at whose head 
stood the Duchess of Norfolk, then reputed 
the most beautiful woman in England. 

To receive her on her landing and con- 
duct her to the Castle of Sluys came a noble 
company in which Count Anthony of 
Guelders was supported by such illustrious 
nobles as John of Luxembourg and John of 
Nassau, the magnificence of whose equip- 


ages made her own look provincial and 
paltry. At her lodging in the castle she was 


waited upon by the Dowager Duchess and 
the Lady Mary, of Burgundy, by the Count 
and Countess of Charny, and a constantly 
flowing train of nobles and dignitaries, un- 
til, finally, on the evening of the day after 
her arrival, came the duke himself to pay 
his homage and formally to exchange vows 
of betrothal. That night from the windows 
of the Castle of Sluys she saw in the sky 
to the south the red glow of the huge 
pyramidal bonfires, each 40 feet high, which 
in honor of her coming were lighted in 
Bruges. 

For a week she remained there very nobly

After the nuptial mass, he rode 
back with his private escort to the Cour des 
Princes at Bruges, there to await the state 
entry of his bride. : 

She arrived some two hours later at the 
Gate of Holy Cross, the object and centre 
of a pageantry the like of which neither 
her eyes nor those of any of her English 
followers had ever witnessed or imagined. 
She came in a horse-litter covered witn 
cloth of gold, the white horses that bore it 
caparisoned in cloth of gold from which 
little silver bells were hung, with roses en- 
twined in their flowing white manes. Her- 
self, she was dressed in cloth of silver, a 
crown of diamonds flashing on her fair 
head, above which with her own hands she 
placed the chaplet of roses that was offer- 
ed to her by a company of nuns at the 
Gate of Holy Cross. Thence the proces- 
sion moved towards the heart of that great 
city of bridges, the Grande Place and the 
Palace. s 

At its head went the representatives of 
the church, a body of prelates and lesser 
ecclesiastics, in cope and surplice and stole, 
with crucifix, reliquaries, and effulgent 
monstrances. Next came the Collace, the 
members of the Burgomasters’ council, in 
their official robes and chains of office. 
Followed the members of the ducal house- 
hold, first the liveries of black and purple, 
then the higher functionaires in their scar- 
let pourpoints and long mantles of black 
velvet. After these came a band of trum- 
peters, next a troop of archers in gala 
liveries; then the heralds, poursuivants, the 
kings-at-arms in their blazoned tabards;

tions, the 20 ambassadors and their house- 
holds, and the members of each of the 17 
trading companies, amongst whom were,

Thus. in a blaze of July sunshine and 
under a sky that was like a dome of polish- 
ed steel, the Princess Margaret, of York, 
now Duchess of Burgundy. rode through the 
streets of Bruges that were all strewn with 
flowers and boughs, hung with costliest 
tapestries from Flemish looms, with silks 
of Persia and with cloth of gold, and 
bridged by triumphal arches, from which 
flights of doves were released as she passed 
under them.

The penalty for theft is measured not by 
the value of the goods stolen, but in accord- 
ance with the circumstances under which 
they were appropriated. Theft from a pri- 
vate individual, irrespective of the amount 
involved, carries a2 maximum penalty of not 
more than six months. But theft from the 
government is punished by not less than a 
sentence of one year in jail. In fraud a 
similar relation of the penalties appears. 
Fraud perpetrated on an individual draws 
only one half the penalty that the same 
fraud against the government would in- 
volve.

Conviction of this of- 
fense involves a minimum penalty of not 
less than three years’ imprisonment, con{is- 
cation of all property and loss of political 
rights. But the soviets’ regard for the labor- 
ing man causes them to modify the sen- 
tence if the liquor law violator were unem- 
ployed at the time he made the sales or was 
ignorant of the law. 

The affinity between liquor laws and an 
approachable judiciary manifests itself mn 
the new soviet world. The story of Fedoss- 
ja, a proprietress of a Red speakeasy, her 
anxious husband and an affable judge is a 
common incident of the Volstead era, but 
in Russia the tale has a melancholy Slavic 
ending. 

Fedossja, a woman living in Twer, was 
accused of selling vodka in violation of 
soviet liquor statues. Her husband, Iwan- 
ov, made a frantic effort to have the case 
against his wife dropped and arranged 
through a mutual friend to meet Nicholai 
Renkin, a judge of a people's court. He 
entertained the jurist, regaling him with 
vodka and perijiks. The judge, in an ex- 
pansive mood, assured the worried husband 
that the case against his wife was trivial 
and would come to nothing. although the 
canny magistrate explained that he would 
not sit at the trial. The jurist’s words of 
hope cheered Fedossja and Iwanov. and the 
magistrate, taking advantage of their high 
spirits, borrowed ten rubles from the hus- 
band.

Vacations are a ieature of 
jails. A prisoner not in solitary conf #e- 
ment and in the upper and middle 
categories so far as behavior is concerned 
is given a leave of absence of from seven to 
14 days a year. Imprisoned peasants are 
granted three months’ summer leave to put 
in their crops and to harvest. 

Soviet justice has discarded ali precedent 
made by other social orders and has only a 
slight interest in the precedent she herself 
established yesterday. For all her rules are 
temporary, so her leaders explain, and are 
cnly makeshifts until the day true com- 
munism dawns. But many see in the pres- 
ent codes a formalization of the existing 
order and its crystallization into a quasi- 
communistic society.

Discussion Is Still Rife, but the New Styles Are an Accomplished Fact 


AST fall we witnessed an astonishing 
event. -Women’'s styles stepped out of 
the fashion magazines and beca..e 


"news, tront-page news. 


Fashion since the war had been more 
or less .fatic. For a long time clothes nad 


been designed and worn with practical 


thoughts in mind. Dressmakers had becn 
presenting new clothes each year, it is truce, 


yet all of them were much the same in gen- 
/ eral line end style. 


Many of the shop windows displayed 


dresses which were of a disconcerting same- 
ness 


The general effect of the window 
dispiay was the same .n the excluSive spe- 
cialty shop, the department store, and the 
tiny hole-in-the-wall small shop. The most 
expensive French models, the originals of 
which sold for somewhere in the hundreds. 
found themselves very creditably copied in 
low price stores for $10.98. The copies were 
not perfect, of course. Cut was somewhat 
scant and materials somewhat shoddy, bur 
the effect was*much the same. 


Clothes were cut on such simple lines that 
fitting was unnecessary. Smartness was the 
one requirement and the one requisite for 
smartnéss was the boyish figure. Ahy on 
built on boyish lines could step into a store 
and come out with the new clothes on her 
back. Alteration departments for the most 
part were idle and buying a wardrobe was 


‘a matter that could be sandwiched into any 


spare moment. One could almost buy a 
trousseau in a luncheon hour. 


And then last. fall, the revolt. Whether 
the battle started with the dressmakers or 
with the wearers of the gowns is a much 
discussed question. Certainly a great num- 
ber of women were ready and eager for a 
change from the. dull 


- mode. 


Perhaps even more astonishing than the 
revolt was the fact that it had been so 
lone postponed. that men with the initia- 
tive and artistic ability of the Parisian 
couturieres had been so long content to 
follow the path of least resistance and to 
produce clothes which any woman with a 
sewing machine could throw together in a 
day. Astonishing, too, that so many women 
for so long were content to measure up to 
an abstract ideal of smartness, forgetting 
entirely that clothes can be pretty and be- 
coming as well-as smart. 


Be the reason what it may, the revolt - 


was an accomplished fact, and a world 
which had been forgetting fashions tor 
many years was suddenly fashion conscious, 
For a while we were utterly bewildered 
by the noise and clamor. The new styles 
were being discussed everywhere. They 
were extolled. They were derided. Serious 
thinkers wrote about them in serious vein. 
Ponderous magazines published articles about 
them. They were the inspiration for comic 
strips and philosophical essays. At confer- 
ence table and tea table alike the talk was 
sure to arrive sooner or later at fashion. ~ 
We heard so much about them that ac- 
cording to our natures, we were either dis- 
mayed or amused that the matter of 
woman's attire could occupy so much 
thought in a world which had a great 
many more important things to attend to. 
What were people thinking of, we wondered. 
to give so much time and energy to fighting 
about styles—for one fought for or againsi 
the new mode with vehemence and bias— 
when there was so much of real importance 
to be done in a world trying hard. in Mr 
Britline’s manner, to “see it through’ ? 
One day we heard a “serious thinker” be- 
moaning the fact that women would now 
be forced into a mould after years 
of enjoyment of independence of thought 
and action. He told us that now class dis- 
tinctions would be with us again. that the 
working woman and her butterfly. siste:

Doctors, lecturers and writers, artists, 
economists, philosophers and psychologists 
—every one indeed except the babies in 
arfms, found something to say and was given 
space and time to say it. We were going 
gack to the days of cast-iron corsets, they 
old us.

fought and died. We were losing all we had 
thought to gain with the vote and the 
right to work harder than men for less pay. 

Even those who most heartily extolled 
the change in the mode told us that we 
were returning to the days of the horsehair 
sofa, the chaperon and the other discom- 
‘orts and inconveniences of the Mauve Dec- 
ade. The only difference in their comments 
was that they uttered them in gratified 
tones. If they praised us now it was be- 
cause they had never cared for the “néw 
woman.” They had shuddered at the 
feminine executive. They had _ cringed 
whenever asked to light a cigarette for wife 
or sister. Our champion was the man who 
still in his Victorian soul thought that any 
woman worthy of the name should be able 


pre = 


to get a man to support her and should 
have no loftier aim in view. 

This observer was prone to forget that, 
due to the laws of supply and demand, the 
coralling of a perfect husband is a bit diffi+ 
cult. That due to economic conditions one 
finds difficulty in finding a good meal ticket; 
even if that is all one demands in a hus- 
band. That the man one wants to marry 
is often not the most successful financially. 

His point of view seemed to be that since 
he was making a heaven on earth for one 
little woman, all others should aspire to the 
same goal He ignored the fact that even 
with the best intentions in the world he 
could only, having decent respect for laws 
and conventions, be the oak for but one 
vine to cling to. But his words, however illozi-

, us who liked the new styles, who saw in them 


a chance for something different in a worid 
which had become stale in our eyes. 

Now that the tumult aad the shouting 
has somewhat died down, all of us, the 
champions and the deriders aiike, can take 
account of stock and apply a little philoso- 
phy and common sense to the question of 
the new clothes.

Perhaps we have changed our manners 
a bit to conform to the styles of a bygone 
era. We find that a more graceful carriage 
is essential to display the new gowns to ad- 
vantage, and more or less unconsciously we 
have adapted our walk to the longer skirts. 
But we haven't found it necessary or ad- 
visable, or even possible to change our 
mode of life. If we work we cannot wear 
the more tormal of the afternoon costumes 
when we drop in somewhere to tea on 
our way home. But, then, neither do most 
of the other guests, butterflies though they 
may be. That costume is left to the hostess 
who does not need to stir beyond her front 
door. She may wear skirts almost to ner 
ankles and dripping draperies, but most of 
her friends arrive in costumes of street 
length, just a bit nearer the ground than 
the clothes of last season. Hem lines are 
even and their costumes, while richer and 
infinitely more feminine than those of 
1928 vintage, are entirely suitable for wear 
while walking as well as riding. 

In the evening the feminine sex presents 
a united front. We have found that long 
skirts are becoming. That the long, slender 
line, broken when necessary in the subtle 
wiys which Paris eat. is flattering. We 
have rediscovered feminine charm and we 
have found in the rediscovery, a most im- 
portant point, say what you will, that men 
in their hours of ease like women to. be 
feminine. Here we will admit without argu- 
ment the exceptions which prove the rule. 

We have found the charm of change and 
contrast. It is possible and desirable to 
change one’s personality somewhat with 
one’s occupation. The woman who 
attends an important business conference 
at 11 in the morning and “puts over’ a 
brilliant idea, scintillates in a very different 
manner at 11 in the evening, what with 
the softening glamor of moonlight or shaded 
candles.
